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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 10/27/2008 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 4-6, 8-14, 20, 22, 24-27, drawn to a verification system of object code 
within a virtual machine. 

Group II, claims 15-18, drawn to an object code transformation process to be performed 
before the object code is transferred to the embedded computer. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: The claims in Group I deal with verification of object code within a 
virtual machine. The claims in Group II deal with transformation of object code of a program fragment. 

Applicant admits the claims are not related in the remarks of 10/27/2008. "Regarding claims 15- 
[18], these claims concern an object code transformation process to be performed before the object code 
is transferred to the embedded computer, as opposed to the verification process on said computer. Thus, 
Applicant disagrees that the claims 'are substantially the same' as indicated by the Examiner." Further 
review of the claims upholds the view posited by Applicant. 
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As further evidence of this, Group I is currently classified in 709/220. Group II, dealing with the 
transformation of object code, is classified in 712/227 since the claims deal with instruction processing 
transformation in preparation for verification, and not the verification of the code. 

The separate classification of these groups presents evidence that the claims are not related to a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.2. Additionally, the claims require separate 
searches of the prior art to locate the separate inventive concepts presented in the two groups, as 
demonstrated by the separate classification. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an election 
of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) 
and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a right 
to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
